Dear  Sir: 

The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  herewith  submits  for  your  consideration  a  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1931. 

In  presenting  this  report,  the  Board  avails  itself  of  the  occasion  to  express  its  sincere  apprecia- 
tion of  your  constant  encouragement  and  unfailing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Police  Board,  and  to 
thank  you  for  the  support  you  have  given  to  all  measures  undertaken  by  the  Commission  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Police  Department. 

Among  the  accomplishments  of  the  year,  upon  which  report  in  greater  detail  is  made  elsewhere 
by  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  following  seem  worthy  of  special  mention: 

The  building  and  equipment  of  a  police  radio  broadcasting  station,  and  the  instal- 
lation of  radio  service  in  forty-four  police  cars. 
The  completion  of  the  City  Jail  at  Lincoln  Heights. 

The  removal  of  the  Record  Bureau  and  the  Detective  Bureau  from  the  old  building 
at  the  corner  of  First  and  Hill  Streets  to  the  City  Hall. 

Changes  in  the  organization  of  the  Police  Department,  which  resulted  in  the  creation 
of  a  Supply  and  Maintenance  Division,  and  also  in  the  creation  of  three  new  positions 
of  Inspectors  of  Police  and  one  new  position  of  Inspector  of  Detectives. 

A  reorganization  of  the  work  of  the  Police  School  and  arrangements  for  the  exten- 
sion during  the  coming  year  of  police  instruction  under  the  joint  direction  of  Police 
Instructors,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  Director  of  State  Trade  and 
Industrial  Education. 

The  Board  wishes  to  commend  the  Chief  of  Police,  Roy  E.  Steckel,  for  his  zeal,  integrity,  and 
attention  to  duty,  and  to  include  in  this  special  commendation  his  staff. 

The  Board  further  feels  justified  in  stating  that  the  interest  of  the  present  Administration  in  the 
work  of  the  Police  Department  has  stimulated  the  Chief  and  his  staff  to  police  work  of  a  very  high 
order,  and  that  in  consequence  the  morale  of  the  entire  department  has  steadily  improved. 

Before  concluding  the  report,  the  Board  would  urge  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  increase 
the  number  of  men  upon  the  force.  As  compared  with  other  great  cities,  Los  Angeles  is  seriously  under- 
policed,  a  condition  which,  if  not  corrected,  forecasts  grave  results  during  the  year  of  the  Olympic 
Games. 

The  opening  of  Hoover  Street  will  destroy  the  University  Police  Station.  In  order  that  the 
work  of  the  University  Division  may  not  be  crippled  indefinitely,  the  Board  asks  for  the  immediate 
purchase  of  any  one  of  the  sites  which  have  been  recommended  to  the  Council  by  the  Board  as 
reasonable  in  price  and  suitable  in  size  and  location  for  a  new  University  Police  Station.  University 
Station  is  the  only  one  that  is  within  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Olympic  Stadium,  which  will  be  the 
center  of  activities  in  1932,  therefore,  it  is  imperative  that  a  new  site  be  selected  without  further 
delay  and  that  the  buildings  to  be  erected  thereon  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  Board  would  also  ask  that  provision  be  made  for  land  in  the  Civic  Center  upon  which  a 
Police  Administration  Building  may  be  erected. 

The  members  of  the  Police  Commission  are  aware  of  the  high  ideals  of  public  service  which  the 
Mayor  has  established  for  his  administration,  and  therefore  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor  for  the  honor 
of  having  been  asked  to  serve  upon  this  Commission.

Honorable  Members: 

The  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  of  accomplishments  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1931: 

IMPROVEMENTS: 

The  completion  of  the  City  Jail  at  Lincoln  Heights,  a  structure  for  which  there  was  a  long-felt 
need,  will  do  away  with  considerable  criticism  cast  upon  the  Department,  because  of  improper  facili- 
ties to  house  prisoners.  A  Division  of  the  Municipal  Court  has  been  transfererd  to  the  Lincoln 
Heights  Station  and  will  result  in  considerable  saving  in  transporting  prisoners  to  and  from  court. 

Undoubtedly,  the  most  outstanding  improvement  in  the  Department  this  past  year  was  the  instal- 
lation of  the  radio  broadcasting  station  in  Elysian  Park  and  the  radio  patrol-car  service.  If  the  activi- 
ties of  the  forty-four  radio-equipped  cars  during  the  past  two  months  indicate  what  we  may  expect 
from  this  improvement,  we  feel  certain  that  a  material  reduction  in  crime  and  a  great  increase  in 
public  safety  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  teletype  system  also  has  been  much  improved.  Each  station  now  is  in  direct  communication 
with  all  others  and  can  instantly  communicate  with  any  division  merely  by  pressing  a  button.  The 
State-wide  teletype  system  is  to  go  into  effect  shortly  and  will  tie-in  all  principal  cities  in  California, 
which  will  render  better  co-operation  in  the  suppression  of  crime. 

Another  newly  created  division  is  the  Supply  and  Maintenance  Division.     It  had  its  inception 


December  1,  1930.  The  work  formerly  performed  by  the  Transportation  Division,  and  that  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Accountant,  the  Jail  and  the  Rifle  Range  relating  to  purchasing  and  handling  of  sup- 
plies, now  is  more  centrally  regulated  through  the  Supply  and  Maintenance  Division.  This  has 
eliminated  many  duplications  and  has  resulted  in  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency. 

The  moving  of  the  Detective  and  Record  Division  from  their  old  quarters  at  First  and  Hill 
Streets  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  City  Hall  during  March  and  April  of  this  year  has  benefitted  the 
Department.  It  not  only  has  provided  more  suitable  quarters  for  these  two  important  units  of  the 
service,  but  brings  them  more  closely  in  touch  with  headquarters. 

Three  positions  for  Inspectors  of  Police  and  one  for  Inspector  of  Detectives  have  been  created, 
better  to  promote  efficiency.  The  work  of  the  men  holding  these  positions  has  resulted  in  increased 
co-operation  among  all  divisions. 

URGENT  NEEDS: 

The  extension  of  Hoover  Street  will  make  it  necessary  to  re-locate  the  University  Police  Sta- 
tion. It  is  expected  that  a  new  station  house  equivalent  to  the  more  modern  type  in  design  and 
architecture  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future  at  the  new  location. 

It  is  necessary,  also,  that  a  small  divisional  headquarters  be  erected  at  Lincoln  Heights  Division 
with  the  money  provided  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  not  my  desire  to  seem  overzealous  in  continuing  to  request  a  Police  Administration  Build- 
ing, but  if  we  do  not  obtain  space  in  the  Civic  Center  before  all  available  property  has  been  occu- 
pied by  other  buildings,  eventually,  we  may  find  Police  Headquarters  removed  to  some  remote  area. 
From  a  monetary  standpoint,  the  present  cost  of  sufficient  space  upon  which  to  erect  a  building  of 
this  nature  would  be  much  less  at  this  time  than  a  few  years  hence.  This  point  in  itself  is  worthy 
of  consideration. 

Our  budget,  as  you  know,  was  reduced  this  year,  which  affected  a  possible  increase  in  police 
personnel  more  than  any  other  item.  If  Los  Angeles  is  to  protect  its  growing  population  and  meet 
the  many  demands  upon  its  Police  Department,  due  to  the  Fiesta  this  year  and  the  Olympic  Games 
next,  favorable  consideration  should  be  given  our  many  requests  for  more  men. 
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While  the  radio-car  has  worked  marvels  in  reducing  certain  types  of  crime,  the  work  of  the  foot 
patrolman  is  of  equal  importance.  To  properly  man  the  44  radio  cars  now  in  service,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  relieve  officers  from  school  crossing  work,  which  caused  our  Department  much  embarrass- 
ment through  criticism  received  from  the  Board  of  Education,  various  societies,  and  the  parents  of 
school  children. 

CRIME  SITUATION: 

In  reporting  the  crime  situation  for  the  past  twelve  months  we  must  consider  the  increase  in 
population  and  the  general  economic  depression  as  two  of  the  outstanding  contributing  factors  where 
an  increase  is  prevalent. 

Burglary  increased  19%  over  that  of  last  year  and  robbery  55%.  However,  arrests  in  these 
two  classes  of  crime  equaled  26%  and  71%,  respectively,  over  and  above  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
Crimes  against  property  show  a  decided  increase  with  the  exception  of  auto  theft,  which  is  less.  Crimes 
against  the  person  are  less,  especially  those  of  murder  and  felonious  assault.  Traffic  accidents  de- 
creased, notwithstanding  the  ever-increasing  vehicular  traffic. 

Felony  arrests  totaled  1363  more  than  those  of  last  year;  misdemeanors  10,808  more.  A 
smaller  number  of  bookings  is  shown  over  the  same  period  for  last  year,  but  this  was  due  to  a 
change  in  procedure.     All  persons  given  medical  treatment  are  not  booked  at  this  time. 

Idle  rumors  of  vice  conditions  have  not  stood  up  under  honest  investigation.  Comparing  vice 
conditions  of  Los  Angeles  with  those  of  other  cities  as  to  area,  population,  and  police  personnel, 
Los  Angeles  is  the  white  spot  of  the  United  States.  However,  the  winter  months  will  bring  their 
usual  influx  of  law  violators,  and  we  must  be  prepared  to  protect  ourselves  against  a  possible  epi- 
demic of  crime,  principally  against  property. 

GRATIFYING  RESULTS 

Efficiency  and  a  close  spirit  of  harmony  within  the  Department  has  enabled  us  to  produce 
some  notable  results. 

The  continued  efforts  of  those  interested  in  police  education  have  borne  fruit.  Members  of 
the  Department  have  a  better  working  knowledge  of  their  duties  as  officers  and  have  rendered  more 
efficient  service  throughout  the  year. 

Our  budget  totaled  $6,760,648.00,  which  covered  salaries,  equipment,  expenses,  etc.  Through  our 
efforts  we  returned  to  the  city  and  to  citizens:

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Police  Commission  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  co-operation  rendered  in  behalf  of  this  organization,  without  which  less  favorable  results 
would  have  materialized;  also,  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  this  Department  for  their  generosity  in 
donating  1  %  of  their  salaries  for  four  months  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  suffering  among  citizens  of 
Los  Angeles  during  the  winter  months,  as  well  as  for  their  sincere  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Police  Department  in  reducing  crime.

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RADIO  COMMUNICATION  DIVISION 

May  1,  1931,  witnessed  the  inauguration  of  the  radio  in  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  the  launching  of  this  modern  invention  into  police  routine.  Contacting 
such  cities  as  Detroit,  Lansing,  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Louisville  and  Pasadena  saved  this  department  the 
experimental  difficulties  which  usually  arise  when  installing  any  untried  project.  To  them  we  extend 
our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  valuable  assistance  and  cooperation  rendered. 

The  specific  purpose  of  the  radio  patrol  is  to  expedite  police  service  in  the  prevention  of  crime  and 
in  the  detection  and  apprehension  of  offenders;  also  to  promote  efficiency  in  all  departmental 
activities. 

Equipment  consists  of  a  500-Watt  De  Forest  transmitter  and  44  automobiles  equipped  with  re- 
ceivers. Thirty-five  additional  receiving  sets  are  to  be  added  soon,  and  as  more  funds  become  avail- 
able, expansion  will  follow  naturally. 

It  was  necessary  to  divide  the  city  into  60  radio-patrol  districts,  which  are  scattered  throughout 
the  15  geographical  divisions  according  to  the  activity  of  crime.  The  numbering  system  is  of  signific- 
ant interest.  Numbers  from  11  to  16  are  used  as  follows:  The  first  digit  signifies  a  particular  division 
(for  example  "1"  signifies  Central  Division) ;  the  second  digit  indicates  the  radio  patrol  district;  and  so 
on  throughout  the  entire  15  divisions.  By  using  a  "w"  section  for  each  radio  area  the  radio  patrol 
districts  are  subdivided,  thus  providing  for  additional  cars  and  in  cases  of  emergency  permitting  the 
assignment  of  twelve  cars  to  a  district. 

All  that  is  necessary  to  locate  a  particular  area  is  to  refer  to  a  map  which  contains  such  infor- 
mation. A  large  map  of  this  kind  is  retained  in  the  Central  dispatching  headquarters  with  duplicates 
of  it  on  a  smaller  scale  placed  on  curtain  rollers  in  each  patrol  car.  Each  car  on  radio  patrol  duty  is 
equipped  with  all  necessary  data  so  that  in  emergencies  it  can  be  assigned  to  a  designated  district 
on  short  notice. 

.  With  only  two  men  to  a  car  much  difficulty  is  experienced  when  it  is  necessary  for  both  to  investi- 
gate an  important  call.  It  is  necessary  to  mark  the  car  "out  of  service"  pending  disposition  of  the 
call.  During  the  busiest  period,  which  is  at  night,  three  men  are  assigned  to  a  car,  allowing  one  to  re- 
ceive messages  designated  to  that  particular  area. 

At  present  the  various  desk  sergeant  and  detective  offices  are  equipped  with  receiving  sets,  and  in 
important  calls  both  call  cars  and  detectives  report  to  the  scene  of  activity. 

With  the  installation  of  radios  in  sergeants'  cars  the  major  calls  will  be  answered  by  them  in  con- 
junction with  the  regular  patrolling  car.  This  serves  as  an  efficient  checking  system  as  well'  as  added 
help  in  cases  of  emergency. 

In  the  process  of  installation  is  the  new  telephone  system  which  eliminates  one  relay  of 
messages — increasing  the  speed  in  answering  calls.  The  complaint  board  will  receive  all  incoming  pub- 
lic calls  directly  instead  of  having  them  relayed  through  the  main  switchboard. 

The  success  of  the  radio  has  been  far  greater  than  anticipated,  and  the  results  have  been  excep- 
tionally gratifying.  Each  problem  solved  will  lead  to  constant  improvement,  which  is  the  keynote  of 
modern  police  ethics  and  its  newest  scientific  prodigy  "The  Radio.''

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Entrance  to  Detective  Headquarters 
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DETECTIVE  DIVISION 

The  Detective  Division  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  is  under  the  command  of  a  Chief 
of  Detectives  who  is  responsible  for  the  investigation  of  all  major  crimes  throughout  the  city. 

This  important  branch  of  the  service  is  divided  into  15  sub-divisions  comprising  the  entire  city 
of  Los  Angeles.  Each  detective  division  is  so  organized  that  it  constitutes  a  complete  organization  for 
the  pui-pose  of  handling  any  and  all  crimes  perpetrated  in  its  particular  division  or  district.  This  de- 
centralized plan  affords  the  residents  of  each  division  quick  action  on  any  crime  that  may  be 
committed. 

Central  Detective  Bureau  is  the  parent  division  and  is  composed  of  special  details  commanded  by 
a  Detective  Captain  who  has  specialized  in  the  class  of  work  assigned  him  for  investigation. 

The  Central  Division  squad  captains  are  often  called  upon  by  outside  division  commanders  to  assist 
in  an  unusually  complicated  case.  Captains  of  the  Homicide,  Narcotic  and  Robbery  Details  are  charged 
with  investigation  and  handling  of  all  major  crimes  pertaining  to  those  three  classes,  and  when  crimes 
of  this  nature  are  committed  in  outside  divisions,  the  services  of  these  captains  are  at  the  disposal  of 
the  captain  of  the  division  in  which  the  crime  occurred.  Such  assistance  is  usually  valuable  for  the  rea- 
son that  these  officers  have  specialized  in  investigation  of  these  crimes. 

The  fifteen  detective  divisions  are  divided  into  two  major  districts,  each  one  being  under  the 
supervision  of  an  Inspector  of  Detectives,  whose  duty  it  is  to  assist  the  Division  Commanders  in  the 
functioning  of  their  organizations,  and  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between  the  outside  divisions  and  cen- 
tral headquarters.  This  arrangement  increases  the  morale  and  efficiency  of  the  entire  Detective  Bureau 
to  a  considerable  degree. 

Included  in  the  personnel  is  one  Captain  of  Detectives — an  Acting  Inspector — in  charge  of  the 
Personnel  and  Correspondence,  who  also  acts  as  an  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  Detectives.  He  serves  in 
an  advisory  capacity  to  detectives  regarding  the  evidence  on  their  cases,  and  when  found  necessary, 
reduces  charges  from  felonies  to  misdemeanors.  In  addition,  he  accepts  all  legal  papers  served  on  the 
Police  Department,  including  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus  to  which  he  personally  makes  reply,  and  assists 
in  extradition  matters. 

Results  accomplished  by  the  Detective  Divisions  for  the  past  fiscal  year  were  most  gratifying. 
Not  only  were  felony  arrests  increased  by  a  large  number,  but  court  convictions  were  correspond- 
ingly more  numerous.  Investigating  officers  cleared  more  major  crimes  than  ever  before  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Police  Department,  despite  the  fact  that  the  population  of  Los  Angeles  has  steadily  in- 
creased, while  no  additions  have  been  made  to  the  personnel  of  the  Department. 

A  recent  addition  to  specialized  squads  is  the  Gangster  Detail,  composed  of  a  Detective  Captain 
and  nine  officers,  who  are  organized  to  cope  with  hoodlums,  racketeers  and  gunmen.  Criminals  of  this 
type  often  visit  this  city  when  conditions  in  their  home  towns  are  such  that  they  are  driven  out,  or  to 
cover,  by  the  authorities.  At  such  times,  they  come  here  to  hide  out,  and  if  short  of  money,  will  com- 
mit robberies  or  burglaries.  Oftentimes  these  criminals  evade  arrest  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  un- 
known to  our  local  officers,  and  the  property  which  they  steal  is  shipped  back  to  other  cities  and  dis- 
posed of  there,  thus  making  it  practically  impossible  either  to  capture  the  criminal  or  recover  the 
stolen  property.  However,  organization  of  the  Gangster  Detail  has  been  the  means  of  preventing  any 
organized  gang  of  racketeers  from  gaining  a  foothold  in  this  city. 

The  Narcotic  Squad  has  been  exceptionally  successful  in  making  a  number  of  arrests  of  drug  ped- 
dlers and  addicts  during  the  past  year.  It  is  due  to  the  unceasing  activity  of  members  of  this  squad 
that  the  sale  and  use  of  narcotics  in  this  city  is  so  negligible.  The  drug  peddler  is  convinced  that  it  is 
too  dangerous  for  him  to  operate  here;  this  naturally  results  in  the  elimination  of  a  great  many  nar- 
cotic users,  all  of  whom  are  potential  criminals. 

Arrests  for  crimes  of  stealth  were  higher,  convictions  greater,  and  more  cases  were  cleared  by  the 
Central  Detective  Burglary  Detail  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  This  is  due  entirely  to  the  un- 
tiring* efforts  of  the  men  assigned  to  that  detail,  and  to  their  intelligent  handling  of  cases. 

Out  of  70  murder  cases  investigated  by  members  of  the  Homicide  Detail  during  the  past  year, 
60  arrests  were  made.  As  a  result,  9  men  were  sentenced  to  hang,  10  were  given  life  imprisonment, 
and  13  committed  suicide  immediately  following  the  murders.  Of  the  remainder,  several  weie  con- 
victed of  manslaughter  or  second  degree  murder,  a  few  cases  are  still  pending,  and  9  slayers  have 
not  been  apprehended.    This  is  an  exceptionally  good  record  for  the  year. 

On  April  16,  1931,  the  entire  Central  Detective  Bureau  moved  from  the  old  jail  building  at  First 
and  Hill  Sti-eets  to  the  new  City  Hall,  and  into  adequate,  comfortable  quarters  closely  adjacent  to  the 
Bureau  of  Identification.  This  has  resulted  in  increased  efficiency  due  to  the  fact  that  detectives  now 
have  ready  access  to  the  criminal  files.

BURGLARY — Burglary  is  charged  whenever  victims  report  someone  has  entered  a  building,  railway  car,  etc., 
(except  where  the  suspected  person  has  a  right  to  enter),  and  has  taken  something  of  value.  Attempt  burglary  is 
charged  where  entry  is  unsuccessful  or  where  nothing  of  value  was  taken. 

ROBBERY — Robbery  is  charged  whenever  any  article  has  been  taken  from  the  person  or  from  the  presence  of  the 
person  by  fear  or  violence,  except  where  the  violence  was  to  the  article  and  not  to  the  person.    (Purse  snatching). 

GRAND  THEFT — Grand  Theft  is  charged  on  the  taking  of  any  article  valued  at  $200  or  over,  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  owner,  but  without  burglarious  entry.  Certain  livestock,  without  regard  to  value,  is  also  included  in  the 
requirements  of  Grand  Theft. 

PETTY  THEFT — Petty  Theft  includes  the  taking  of  articles  (except  specified  livestock)  having  a  value  of  less  than 
$200. 

THEFT  FROM  THE  PERSON — Theft  from  the  Person  is  charged  when  any  article  is  taken  from  the  clothing  or 
person,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  person;  or  with  his  knowledge  if  taken  by  surprise  and  not  by  violence  to  the 
person.    (Purse  snatching). 

AUTO  THEFT — Auto  Theft  is  charged  whenever  any  motor  vehicle  is  taken  unlawfully  except  in  a  Burglary  or 
Robbery.    In  those  cases  the  value  of  the  car  is  considered  in  the  value  of  property  taken.    No  time  lapse  is  considered. 

AUTO  RECOVERY — Auto  Recovery  is  credited  whenever  the  identifiable  portions  of  the  car  (or  the  car  intact) 
has  been  returned  to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  regardless  of  the  agency  through  which  recovery  has  been  made.

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EDUCATIONAL  ACTIVITY 

Three  local  public  educational  institutions  contributed  to  the  past  year's  police  educational  pro- 
gram with  marked  success.  These  were:  City  Hall  Evening  High  School;  Frank  Wiggins  Trade  School; 
and  Metropolitan  Evening  High  School. 

City  Hall  Evening  High  School:  This  school,  with  class  rooms  in  the  City  Hall  and  at  all  Polio 
stations,  was  developed  from  the  Police  Evening  High  School  of  1930.  The  1930-31  term  extended 
from  September  22,  1930  to  May  22,  1931,  a  period  of  thirty-one  weeks  of  study  time.  Courses  of 
study  in  Civics  and  English  adapted  to  the  needs  of  local  peace  officers  were  offered,  each  such  subject 
requiring  one  hour  of  class  work  per  week  by  the  students.

Thirteen  members  of  the  Department  were  awarded  "Excellent"  in  both  subjects. 

Frank  Wiggins  Trade  School:  Thirty-one  members  of  the  Department  enrolled  in  a  short  unit 
course  of  thirty-two  hours  instruction  offered  by  this  school  to  policemen  desirous  of  securing  a  U.  S. 
Federal  Limited  Radio  Broadcast  License. 

Commencing  with  the  first  class  on  January  19,  1931,  this  course  extended  through  the  remainder 
of  the  public  school  term,  classes  meeting  four  days  per  school  week  and  were  of  two-hour  duration. 

The  efficiency  of  the  present  staff  of  police  radio  broadcasters  is  largely  due  to  the  manner  in 
which  this  course  was  conducted  and  the  diligence  with  which  the  students  pursued  the  work. 

Metropolitan  Evening  High  School:  The  American  Red  Cross  conducted  a  Teacher  Training 
Course  in  First  Aid  at  this  school  which  was  attended  by  seventeen  Sergeants  of  Police.  This  course 
was  started  February  2,  1931,  and  extended  through  the  regular  school  term.  Classes  met  once  a  week 
and  were  of  two-hour  duration. 

Graduates  will  be  assigned  to  teach  a  practical  course  of  training  in  Firs  t  Aid  to  the  Injured  to 
groups  of  policemen  during  the  next  school  term.

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RECORD  AND  IDENTIFICATION  DIVISION 

During  the  latter  part  of  March  of  this  year,  this  important  unit  of  the  Police  Department  was 
moved  from  the  old  City  Jail  building  to  more  spacious  quarters  in  the  City  Hall.  The  new  offices  are 
conveniently  located  geographically,  which  greatly  increases  efficiency.  The  offices  of  the  Police  Com- 
mission adjoin  the  Record  unit  on  the  east,  the  offices  of  the  Chief,  and  Crime  Prevention  Division 
are  directly  to  the  north,  and  with  the  offices  of  the  Detective  Division  directly  south  all  executives 
and  investigators  are  able  to  secure  records  very  quickly.  Four  large  counters  have  been  provided 
where  officers  call  and  secure  the  information  they  desire.  Several  hundred  individuals  are  waited  on 
at  these  counters  daily.  Many  telephones,  in  the  various  sections  of  the  bureau,  are  in  use  constantly 
by  officers  who  call  concerning  records  of  stolen  autos.  or  other  property,  statistical  data,  records  of 
criminals,  etc. 

The  Receiving  Desk  is  located  conveniently  to  all  entrances  to  the  City  Hall.  Letters  and  reports 
from  all  divisions  and  functional  units  of  the  department  are  delivered  to  this  desk,  where  the  proper 
distribution  of  the  same  is  made,  i.e.,  mail  which  is  being  forwarded  from  one  division  to  another  is  de- 
posited in  a  large  mail  box  and  called  for  by  messengers  later;  the  original  of  all  crime  and  accident 
reports,  and  fingerprints  of  subjects  arrested,  are  dispatched  to  different  sections  of  the  bureau  for 
coding,  searching,  indexing  and  filing;  all  traffic  accident  reports  are  analyzed  and  the  necessary  in- 
formation is  forwarded  to  certain  executives  of  the  department,  who  assist  those  assigned  to  the  con- 
trolling of  traffic  and  the  investigation  of  accidents.  As  a  result  of  these  studies  additional  traffic 
signals  are  installed  at  intersections  where  the  flow  of  traffic  is  not  properly  regulated.  The  widening 
and  repaving  of  congested  traffic  arteries  at  locations  heretofore  not  considered  dangerous,  demand 
the  constant  compilation  of  statistics  regarding  traffic  conditions. 

Property  reported  stolen  by  citizens  of  Los  Angeles  is  properly  indexed,  the  cards  being  filed  in 
an  elaborate  stolen  property  file.  Whenever  investigators  recover  loot  which  is  believed  to  have  been 
stolen,  a  search  is  made  in  the  stolen  property  file,  which  results  in  not  only  the  recovery  of  thousands 
of  dollars  worth  of  property  each  year,  but  the  identification  of  these  stolen  articles  assists  the  investi- 
gators in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  guilty  persons.  Reports  of  articles  left  in  pawn  at  local 
pawn  shops  are  compared  with  property  reported  stolen  by  citizens  of  Los  Angeles,  resulting  in  the 
identification  and  the  return  of  a  large  amount  of  stolen  property. 

Motorcycles  with  sidecars  have  been  provided  for  messenger  service,  and  are  used  for  the  dis- 
patching of  fingerprints,  reports  and  mail  between  the  City  Hall,  Central  Station  and  the  new  City  Jail. 
This  equipment  is  vitally  important  and  results  in  increased  efficiency. 

During  the  past  several  years  several  specialists  have  been  trained  in  various  branches  of  identi- 
fication work.  These  specialists  are  constantly  being  called  upon  by  the  detectives  to  assist  them  in  the 
investigation  of  practically  all  classes  of  crimes.  Officers,  specially  trained  in  the  science  of  fingerprint 
identification,  are  dispatched  to  the  scenes  of  crimes  throughout  the  city,  where  they  make  a  search 
for  and  photograph  tell-tale  fingerprint  impressions  left  behind  by  the  perpetrators  of  many  serious 
crimes. 

Photographers  are  called  to  the  scenes  of  homicides,  serious  traffic  acaidents  and  many  other 
major  occurrences,  where  photographs  are  made  and  later  used  and  studied  by  the  investigators  and 
presented  in  court  at  the  time  of  trial. 

The  Research  chemists  are  called  upon  to  assist  the  investigators  in  connection  with  homicides, 
arson  cases,  crimes  committed  by  degenerates,  and  many  other  important  investigations. 

Inasmuch  as  a  majority  of  the  murders  are  committed  with  the  use  of  firearms,  the  ballistician  is 
able  to  render  valuable  services  in  connection  with  the  identifying  of  a  bullet,  taken  from  the  body 
of  a  murdered  person,  as  having  been  fired  from  the  weapon  found  in  the  possession  of  a  suspect  ar- 
rested at  a  subsequent  date. 

By  the  preparation  of  maps  of  street  intersections  where  serious  accidents  have  occurred  or  of 
a  room  where  a  person  was  murdered,  the  courts  and  juries  are  better  able  to  determine  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  a  person  who  is  accused  of  committing  a  crime. 

The  work  of  the  Record  and  Identification  Division  has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  at  the  present  time  approximately  110  officers  and  clerks  are  needed  to  carry  on 
this  work.  Service  is  maintained  24  hours  a  day,  every  day  in  the  year,  and  oftentimes  when  a  serious 
crime  occurs  during  the  night  one  or  more  of  the  specialists  are  called  from  their  homes  to  assist  in  the 
investigation. 

The  work  of  the  correspondence  section  is  very  important,  as  all  mail  directed  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  is  opened  by  employees  assigned  to  this  section.  Correspondence  pertaining  to  departmental 
policies,  as  well  as  that  of  a  personal  nature,  is  immediately  referred  to  the  office  of  the  Chief.  Let- 
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ters  relative  to  fingerprints,  prior  records  of  criminals,  handwriting-,  etc.  are  referred  to  the  em- 
ployees in  charge  of  the  respective  sections  of  the  division.  Letters  pertaining  to  wanted  persons,  as 
well  as  all  of  those  demanding  investigation  by  detectives,  are  copied  at  the  correspondence  desk,  the 
original  being  filed  in  this  division,  and  the  necessary  copies  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Detective  Division,  together  with  any  records  concerning  the  case.  Copies  of  all  outgoing  letters  and 
telegrams  are  forwarded  to  the  correspondence  section,  and  whenever  answers  to  the  same  are  re- 
ceived the  interested  officers  are  notified  without  delay. 

Employees  assigned  to  the  classifying,  searching  and  filing  of  fingerprints  were  particularly  active 
during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  the  results  of  their  work  are  revealed  in  the  following  figures:

Fifty-one  felony  cases  were  cleared  up  entirely  upon  the  identification  of  fingerprints. 

In  85  cases  a  suspect  was  named,  yet  in  many  of  these  cases  the  fingerprints  furnished  the  only 
evidence  upon  which  a  conviction  could  be  secured. 

The  fingerprinting  of  dead  and  injured  persons  at  hospitals,  undertaking  parlors  and  the  morgue 
during  the  period  between  July  1,  1930  and  June  30,  1931,  has  resulted  in  connecting  records  with 
125  subjects. 
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One  hundred  ten  of  those  fingerprinted  were  identified  with  past  records,  while  15  were  unknown 
dead,  their  identity  being  established  solely  by  means  of  post  morten  fingerprints. 

The  work  of  the  Handwriting  Expert  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  he  is  now  furnished 
with  an  assistant  the  greater  part  of  the  time.  Many  thousands  of  handwriting  exemplars  of  persons 
who  have  been  arrested,  as  well  as  notes  written  by  persons  committing  robberies,  and  other  serious 
crimes,  are  on  file  and  are  compared  with  specimens  of  the  handwriting  of  suspects  who  are  taken 
into  custody  by  the  police.  The  following  is  a  resume  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Handwriting 
Expert  during  the  past  fiscal  year:

The  employees  assigned  to  the  office  of  the  Warrant  Section  record  all  warrants  and  subpoenas 
received  by  the  Police  Department  for  service.  A  crew  of  several  officers  are  kept  busy  serving  mis- 
demeanor warrants  in  Central  Division,  and  serving  subpoenas  throughout  the  city.  Felony  war- 
rants, after  being  properly  recorded,  are  delivered  to  members  of  the  Detective  Bureau  for  service. 
Misdemeanor  warrants  for  persons  living  outside  Central  Division  are  forwarded  to  the  warrant  of- 
ficers of  the  different  divisions  of  the  Police  Department.  During  the  fiscal  year  the  warrant  officers 
served  15,952  misdemeanor  warrants  and  72,786  subpoenas. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  several  hundred  examinations,  investigations  and  analyses  have  been 
conducted  by  the  members  of  the  Research  Section.  The  personnel  of  this  section  consists  of  two  re- 
search chemists  (one  of  whom  is  a  detective  lieutenant),  and  a  ballistic  expert.  In  addition  to  examin- 
ations made  at  the  scenes  of  crimes  and  of  physical  evidence  in  connection  with  serious  crimes,  this 
bureau  has  conducted  several  researches. 

HIGH  SPEED  MOVIE  CAMERA 

The  failure  in  the  proper  preparation  of  evidence  in  certain  cases  prompted  a  research  on  the 
development  of  a  movie  camera  of  sufficient  speed  to  record  on  film  the  arrangement  of  certain  articles 
of  physical  evidence  in  interiors  which  were  poorly  lighted.  This  camera  is  chiefly  used  for  the 
photographing  of  indecent  performances. 

FILTERED  ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT 

Certain  articles  of  physical  evidence  have  been  found  to  be  contaminated  with  substances  wholly 
invisible  under  normal  lighting  conditions.  The  use  of  the  microscope  has  not  materially  aided  in  the 
observation  of  these  substances.  Filtered  ultra-violet  light  has  been  employed  to  demonstrate  their 
presence.  The  apparatus  for  the  production  of  this  light  has  been  loaned  to  the  bureau  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Hanovia  Chemical  Company  of  Newark,  New  Jersey.  It  consists  of  a  mercury  arc  gen- 
erated in  quartz  glass  instead  of  the  more  common  lead  glass,  the  quartz  permitting  the  passage  of  the 
ultra-violet  rays.  By  means  of  a  colored  filter  a  large  percentage  of  the  visible  light,  also  generated,  is 
screened  and  the  rays  which  pass  are  composed  chiefly  of  invisible  ultra-violet  light  or  "dark  light." 
Certain  substances  such  as  cosmetics,  organic  dyes,  fats,  and  oils  of  mineral,  vegetable  and  animal 
origin,  semen,  certain  inorganic  salts,  alkaloid,  etc.  have  the  property  of  absorbing  these  ultra-violet 
rays,  changing  the  wave  length  and  reemitting  visible  rays,  thus  making  it  possible  to  see  things  that  do 
not  appear  to  exist  with  ordinary  daylight. 

It  is  possible  with  the  use  of  this  light  to  observe  various  stains  on  clothing,  notably  among 
these:  Semen  as  in  the  case  of  rape,  to  develop  fingerprints  on  documents  after  an  elapse  of  some 
period  of  time,  to  read  eradicated  writing  on  documents,  to  photograph  small  and  normally  invisible 
spots  of  blood,  etc.   This  light  has  many  uses,  more  of  which  may  be  uncovered  by  further  research. 

THE  PNEUMO-CARDIO-SPHYGMAGRAPH 

Recent  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Crime  Detection  Laboratories  of  Chicago  and  leading  psychol- 
ogists has  again  brought  the  problem  of  the  Lie  Detector  before  the  public  eye.  Accounts  of  recent 
investigations  with  a  much  improved  instrument  have  added  increased  impetus  to  researches  in  the 
determination  of  deception  in  criminals.  Certain  individuals,  when  asked  a  question  the  answer  of 
which  will  prove  embarrassing,  blush  or  give  some  other  outward  sign  of  their  uneasiness.  Peace  officers 
who  regularly  question  suspects  are  cognizant  of  some  of  these  signs,  the  most  common  being  a  defici- 
ency o"f  saliva  in  the  mouth.    All  individuals  exhibit  a  more  or  less  inward  emotional  tension  under

questioning  where  they  have  guilty  knowledge  of  the  ti*ue  answers  pertaining  to  the  crime  for  which 
they  are  questioned,  even  though  an  outward  sign  of  uneasiness  may  not  manifest  itself.  This  instru- 
ment records  on  paper  any  slight  fluctuation  in  the  breathing,  heart  and  blood  stream  mechanism  which 
is  affected  by  this  emotional  stress.  Uneasiness  or  guilty  knowledge  of  a  subject  may  in  this  way  be 
demonstrated  by  properly  establishing  a  normal  reaction  and  properly  questioning  the  subject  in 
reference  to  the  crime  for  which  he  is  suspected.  Psychologists  state  that  results  obtained  with  a  device 
such  as  this  are  nearly  100  ^  correct.  They  further  state  that  the  average  witness  is  only  20-40 'a 
accurate  in  recounting  details  of  a  crime.  The  only  errors  entering  the  experiment  is  the  error  result- 
ing from  the  establishing  of  a  faulty  normal  and  the  error  of  misinterpreting  the  results.  The  bureau 
has  reviewed  all  the  literature  on  the  subject  of  the  lie  detector,  and  recently  two  officers  of  this  de- 
partment observed  the  instrument  in  operation  at  Berkeley,  California.  It  is  believed  that  the  time  is 
now  here  to  perfect  such  an  instrument  and  conduct  an  extended  research  in  order  to  determine  its 
advantages  or  disadvantages  as  an  aid  to  the  investigator  in  eliminating  suspects  for  a  given  crime. 

STATISTICAL  BUREAU 

The  Statistical  Bureau  prepares  and  issues  statistical  summaries  and  analyzations  for  the  entire 
department. 

All  crimes  and  other  activities  are  classified  and  tabulated  by  this  department  and  released  in  the 
form  of  weekly,  monthly  and  yearly  reports.  Practically  every  phase  of  police  work  is  recorded  in 
detail.  This  is  done  primarily  for  the  convenience  and  use  of  police  executives  in  their  administrative 
duties. 

The  method  of  operation  system  is  used  in  conjunction  with  the  statistical  data,  as  both  types  of 
information  are  dependent  on  each  other.  Commercial  tabulating  machinery  has  served  very  efficiently 
in  all  compilations. 

This  coming  fiscal  year  will  be  one  of  expansion,  as  the  Statistical  Bureau  has  been  given  added 
personnel  and  more  modern  equipment. 

All  available  information  concerning  scientific  equipment  useful  in  the  field  of  identification  is 
being  assembled,  and  during  the  coming  year  no  effort  will  be  spared  in  attempting  to  raise  the  standard 
of  efficiency  of  identification  work  to  the  highest  possible  degree.

TRAFFIC 

Establishment  of  a  traffic  school  which  juvenile  offenders  are  compelled  to  ?ttend,  installation  of 
a  telechron  clock  to  regulate  signals  at  street  intersections,  and  reinforcement  of  the  motorcycle  divi- 
sion by  fifty  new  officers  were  three  of  the  outstanding  developments  in  the  traffic  department  during 
the  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  last. 

The  traffic  school  provides  for  an  effective  method  of  teaching  juvenile  offenders  the  traffic  laws; 
and  the  course,  running  from  four  to  eight  Saturdays  for  each  pupil,  also  acts  as  a  deterrent  to  reck- 
lessness and  thoughtlessness,  it  has  been  found,  with  more  effect  than  punishment  imposed  through 
detention.  The  school  was  established  with  the  support  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Court  judges 
and  is  located  near  Juvenile  Hall,  Alhambra. 

Chief  among  the  benefits  derived  from  installation  of  the  telechron  clock  is  that  it  has  served  to 
increase  the  man  power  of  the  department.  The  clock  starts  the  operation  of  the  traffic  signals  in  the 
morning,  changes  the  timing  for  heavy  and  light  traffic  peaks,  turns  on  the  lights,  stops  the  signal  arms, 
and  stops  the  signals  entirely  when  no  longer  needed  to  regulate  traffic.  At  this  time  ten  intersections 
have  been  equipped  with  this  Robot.  If  it  proves  entirely  satisfactory  in  further  tests  now  being  made, 
its  operation  will  allow  many  officers,  who  have  hitherto  been  forced  to  spend  much  of  their  time  in 
manipulation  of  the  signals,  to  return  to  patrol  duty. 

Addition  of  fifty  more  officers  to  the  motorcycle  division  has  almost  doubled  the  personnel  pre- 
viously assigned  to  enforce  the  major  safety  measures.  The  year's  figures  show  that  loss  of  life,  in- 
juries, and  property  damage  resulting  from  traffic  accidents  can  be  attributed,  in  the  large  majority 
of  cases,  to  violations  of  these  major  safety  measures,  such  as  driving  while  intoxicated,  speeding 
recklessly,  disregarding  boulevard  stops  and  signals,  passing  standing  street  cars,  etc.  Enforcement  of 
these  laws  is  almost  entirely  up  to  the  motor  squad  officers.  Therefore,  such  an  addition  was  a  real 
achievement. 

Some  idea  of  the  really  monumental  task  the  motor  squad  officers  of  the  department  are  faced  with 
in  enforcing  these  laws  and  thus  cutting  down  the  traffic  accident  toll  is  seen  in  a  comparison  of 
figures  showing  such  situations  in  other  large  cities  of  the  country.  New  York,  with  a  registration 
of  900,000  automobiles,  an  area  of  299  square  miles,  has  a  force  of  2883  officers  regulating  traffic. 
Chicago  with  a  registration  of  366,192,  an  area  of  210  square  miles,  has  a  force  totaling  373.  Phila- 
delphia with  a  registration  of  175,517  cars,  employs  570  officers.  Los  Angeles,  with  a  registration  of 
514,010  automobiles,  the  second  largest  in  the  country,  and  with  a  total  area  of  442  square  miles,  has 
but  349  officers  assigned  to  the  regulation  of  traffic  in  the  last  fiscal  year.  Addition  to  the  motorcycle 
division  now  brings  this  total  to  399. 

Much  good  has  also  been  accomplished  by  the  Traffic  Department  Staff  in  bringing  about,  through 
conference  with  clubs,  and  other  organizations  interested  in  civic  affairs,  the  judiciary  and  the  various 
law  enforcement  bodies  throughout  the  state,  a  greater  and  more  sympathetic  co-operation  between  the 
public  and  the  police  department  in  the  ever  ensuing  fight  for  safe  and  sane  driving. 

Traffic  experts  have  conceded  that  one  of  the  main  achievements  in  this  campaign,  was  the  defeat 
of  a  law  in  the  State  Legislature  which  would  have  taken  off  all  speed  limits  and  thus  made  it  almost 
an  impossibility  for  the  traffic  officers  to  enforce  the  reckless  driving  laws.  This  is  especially  note- 
worthy, in  that  it  was  accomplished  by  a  Deputy  Chief  and  a  delegation  from  the  Los  Angeles  Police 
Department.

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CRIME  PREVENTION  DIVISION 

The  Crime  Prevention  Division  is  commanded  by  a  Captain  of  Detectives  and  is  divided  into  var- 
ious  units,  each  comprising  very  select  personnel.  The  officers  assigned  to  this  Division  are  carefully 
chosen  for  the  reason  that  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances  that  have  been  enacted  for  the  pro- 
tection and  welfare  of  boys  and  girls,  they  must  deal  very  closely  with  the  home  life  of  our  citizens, 
and  must  therefore  be  refined,  intelligent  and  diplomatic. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  divisional  administrative  officers,  the  Crime  Prevention  Division  is  com- 
posed of  the  Juvenile  Bureau  (Boys'  and  Girls'  Departments);  Juvenile  Traffic  Bureau;  City  Mother's 
Bureau;  Missing  Juvenile  Bureau;  Felony  Department;  Women's  Probation  Bureau  and  the  Men's  Pro- 
bation Department. 

The  reports  investigated  by  these  units  are  received  from  all  officers  of  the  Police  Department, 
parents  and  other  citizens  of  Los  Angeles,  and  cover  all  offenses  indicated  by  the  fourteen  sub-divisions 
of  Section  One  of  the  Juvenile  Court  Law  of  the  State  of  California. 

Under  the  laws  of  California,  offenses  committed  by  minors  under  the  age  of  eighteen  are  not 
crimes,  but  are  classified  as  delinquencies.  Such  delinquencies  are  handled  by  the  Juvenile  Court  un- 
less the  offense  is  of  such  aggravated  nature  that  the  age  of  the  perpetrator  must  be  disregarded  in 
the  procedure  to  be  followed,  when  the  case  is  turned  back  to  the  Superior  Court  to  be  handled  in  the 
regular  manner.  In  any  event,  the  juvenile  delinquent  in  this  City  is  considered  more  as  a  socially 
mal-adjusted  individual  who  needs  correction  and  guidance  than  as  a  criminal  who  must  be  punished. 

GIRLS'  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  hanciles  the  cases  of  delinquent,  pre-delinquent  and  dependent  girls  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  and  boys  uhder  the  age  of  eight,  except  such  cases  where  an  adult  offender  is  implicated 
in  a  felony  prosecution.  Comulaints  of  abused,  neglected  and  abandoned  babies,  neighborhood  rows 
and  unfit  homes  are  also  investigated  by  this  department. 

This  detail  is  supervised  by  a  policewoman  supervisor  who  counsels  and  directs  the  activities  of  the 
policewomen  who  ore  assigned  to  the  department. 

BOYS'  DEPARTMENT 

This  unit  is  supervised  by  a  Detective  Lieutenant,  and  handles  the  cases  of  delinquent,  pre-delin- 
quent and  dependent  boys  over  the  age  of  eight  and  under  the  age  of  eighteen. 

In  cases  of  all  boys  ard  girls  who  come  to  the  attention  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  departments,  the 
officers  strive  to  cooperate  -vith  the  parents  in  every  way  in  an  effort  to  work  out  some  tangible  solution. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  BUREAU 

This  unit  deals  with  the  cases  of  all  traffic  violators  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  boys  and  girls. 
Between  450  and  500  cases  are  handled  each  month  by  this  department.  Juveniles  are  not  subject  to 
a  fine,  but  are  called  into  the  Juvenile  Traffic  office  where  they  are  individually  interviewed,  counseled 
and  warned.  On  the  more  serious  violations,  the  parents  are  also  interviewed  and  with  their  coopera- 
tion, a  satisfactory  program  is  worked  out. 

MISSING  JUVENILE  BUREAU 

This  department  consisting  of  two  policemen  and  a  policewoman  receives  and  investigates  all 
reports  of  missing  persons  under  the  age  of  eighteen.  These  reports  are  received  from  officers  of  the 
police  departments,  parents  and  other  citizens,  and  in  fact,  this  unit  is  the  recipient  of  requests  con- 
cerning missing  juveniles  from  the  entire  United  States. 

The  main  purpose  of  this  Bureau  is  to  restore  missing  and  runaway  juveniles  to  their  parents  or 
guardians,  and  to  pscertain  the  cause  of  truancy  in  order  to  prevent  a  repetition. 

FELONY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  composed  of  four  male  detectives  and  two  policewomen,  supervised  by  a  detec- 
tive lieutenant,  and  operating  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  adults  who  are  involved  with  juveniles 
in  any  offenses,  such  as  statutory  rape,  contributing,  degeneracy  acts,  etc. 

The  policewomen  investigate  the  home  conditions  and  environment  of  the  girls  involved,  after 
which,  the  case  is  presented  to  the  District  Attorney  with  the  view  of  securing  a  complaint  against 
the  adult  offender.  If  a  complaint  is  issued,  the  detail  prosecutes  their  case  in  court. 

CITY  MOTHER'S  BUREAU 

This  Bureau  is  composed  of  the  City  Mother  and  two  policewomen  who  assist  the  City  Mother  in 
handling  pre-court  cases  of  all  ages,  and  in  giving  advice  and  help  to  those  in  trouble.  They  also  handle 
domestic  relation  cases,  psychiatric  cases,  neighborhood  rows,  and  when  there  has  been  no  complaint 
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filed  with  the  City  Prosecutor,  non-support,  battery  and  slander  cases.  Particular  attention  is  given 
to  the  single  girl  who  has  become  infatuated  with  a  married  man,  and  to  the  homes  where  there  are 
children  whose  future  lives  are  being  imperiled  by  the  marital  rifts  of  their  parents. 

WOMEN'S  PROBATION  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  consists  of  probation  officers  and  policewomen,  supervised  by  a  woman  chief 
probation  officer,  and  deals  with  adult  women  accused  of  a  misdemeanor  crime.  These  officers  make 
preliminary  investigations  of  the  antecedents,  character  and  circumstances  of  the  accused  when  so 
directed  by  the  court,  and  also  supervise  those  women  who  are  placed  on  probation  and  parole. 

MEN'S  PROBATION  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  consists  of  policemen,  supervised  by  a  male  chief  probation  officer,  and  deals 
with  adult  male  offenders  brought  before  the  Municipal  Court  on  all  charges  of  misdemeanors.  The  of- 
ficers aid  the  Judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  making  pre-court  investigations  and  supervise  men  who 
are  placed  on  probation  and  parole.  This  department  also  assists  the  City  Parole  Commission  in 
making  thorough  investigations  in  order  that  the  Commission  may  arrive  at  just  decisions. 

DANCE  HALL  DETAIL 

This  detail  is  comprised  of  two  policemen  and  one  policewoman  who  patrol  the  public  dance  halls 
at  night  with  the  view  of  enforcing  the  ordinances  affecting  such  places  of  amusement. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  eight  taxi  dance  halls  in  the  city  who  employ  girl  dancers.  As  it  is 
unlawful  for  any  girl  under  the  age  of  21  to  work  in  these  halls,  a  careful  check  is  made.  Each 
dancer  is  registered  with  the  detail  in  the  offices  of  the  Crime  Prevention  Division,  a  complete  record 
being  made  as  to  name,  address,  name  of  dance  hall  employer,  date  of  birth,  names  of  parents,  etc., 
together  with  a  photograph. 

The  various  dance  hall  managers  are  very  cooperative  and  do  not  knowingly  employ  girls  under  age. 

OUTSIDE  DIVISIONS 

One  policewoman  and  one  policeman  are  assigned  as  juvenile  officers  to  each  of  the  following  sub- 
stations of  the  Police  Department:  San  Pedro,  Hollywood,  77th  Street,  Newton,  Pico  Boulevard*,  Ven- 
ice, Georgia  and  Hollenbeck  Heights.  One  male  juvenile  officer  is  assigned  to  the  Valley  Division. 
These  officers  handle  the  various  juvenile  problems  in  their  respective  portions  of  the  city. 

In  all  cases  that  merit  detention  at  Juvenile  Hall,  the  matter  is  taken  up  with  the  Boys'  or  Girls' 
Supervisor,  depending  upon  the  sex  of  the  child  involved.  A  commitment  blank  issued  by  the  County 
Probation  Committee  is  then  secured  from  the  supei-visor,  properly  filled  out  and  approved  by  the 
supervisor  or  the  officer  in  charge  at  the  Crime  Prevention  Division.  In  this  manner,  the  Crime  Pre- 
vention Division  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  every  juvenile  case  handled  in  the  entire  city. 

Years  ago  no  cognizance  was  given  a  case  until  a  crime  had  been  committed.  Now,  the  question 
of  crime  prevention,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  juveniles,  is  considered  of  paramount  importance,  for 
the  problem  of  juvenile  delinquency  is  in  turn  the  problem  of  adult  criminality. 

None  of  the  juvenile  officers  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  work  in  uniform.  In  dealing 
with  their  juvenile  charges,  the  officer  does  not  assume  the  role  of  a  police  officer  who  is  trying  to  de- 
prive the  young  offender  of  his  or  her  liberty,  but  on  the  contrary,  endeavors  to  be  tactful  and  sym- 
pathetic, yet  not  impulsive— helpful,  yet  not  officious.
